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Firefighters win round 
in sick leave case 


The Town of Wilmington has 
been ordered by the 
Massachusetts Labor Relations 
Commission to cease and desist in 
requiring sick leave reports from 
members of the fire department 
until the subject has been fully 
and fairly bargained to a 
resolution or “impasse with the 
Local 1370 of the International 
Association of Firefighters. 

It has also been ordered to 
purge the town files of all sick 
leave reports of firemen as are 
already on record, and to return 
those reports to the employees 
involved. It is also ordered to post 
a notice to employees in the 
firehouse, for 30 days, to this 
effect. The town is also to notify 
the Labor Relations Commission 
that it has complied with the 
order with in 14 days. 

The order was issued May 28, 
after a hearing before the com- 
mission. Town Counsel Alan 
Altman represented the town, and 
William Lafferty, esquire 
represented the firefighters. 

The_arguments before the 
commission concerned sick leave 
for‘members of the fire depart- 
ment. Fire Chief Daniel Wandell 
had been keeping records of the 
sick leave taken by members. of 
his department for the past three 
years. 

An analysis of the record was 
reported to have' demonstrated 
that absenteeism was 
significantly higher on Saturday 
and Sunday than on any other day 
of the week. Because of this Chief 
Wandell concluded, according to 
the testimony, that some of the 
firefighters were not as sick as 
they claimed to be on those two 
days. He then resolved to ‘stem 
the apparent abuse of sick leave.” 

There is a collective bargaining 
agreement between the town and 
the members of the fire depart- 
ment. It will continue to July 1, 
1982. There are many provisions 
in the agreement. 

A six month employee is to be 
allowed seven and one-half days 
of sick leave with pay, and 
thereafter one and one-quarter 
“dayS"16r @ach”mbnth vs >eetual 
service. Such leave is to be 
caused by sickness or injury or by 
exposure to contagious disease. 

An employee is to be credited 
with the unused portion of sick 
leave up to a maximum of 165 
days. On the job injury is not to be 
taken from sick leave.

An employee who is absent 
because of sickness or injury is to 
notify his supervisor as early as 
possible before the regular 
starting time of the work day of 
the first day of absence. The 
supervisor is to notify the town 
manager before 10 a.m 

The department head or the 
town manager may ‘require 
evidence in the form of a 
physician's certificate for. the 
necessity for such absence. The 
certificate is to give the nature of 
the illness, and the expected 
duration. If no such certificate is 
filed after request, the town 
manager at his discretion may 
apply the time off to vacation 
leave or leave without pay. The 
head of the department shall 
require such certificate after one 
week of illness, and subsequent 
certificates may be required at 
the discretion of the town 
manager, 

The town manager may also 
require a medical examination of 
any employee who reports he is 
unable to repott for duty because 
of illness, Such medical 
examination will be at the ex- 
pense of the town. 

Alcohol, drugs, etc, are not 
considered to be a proper claim 
for sick leave. 

Atty. Altman claimed, for the 
town, that the town has the right 
to have a management of work 
for the town, and the right to 
enforce and control town 
operations, and to enforce 
reasonable work rules. The 
exercise of these rights may not 
be consistent with the terms of the 
agreement, or of Chapter 150E of 
the General Laws. 

A clause in the agreement says 
that the town does not have torely 
on any on any collective 
bargaining contract with its 
employees, as the source of its 
rights and prerogatives. The 
collective bargaining agreement 
does not purport to spell out job 
responsibilities and obligations of 
employees. Failure or omission of 
the parties to outline the contract 
responsibilities and obligations of 
employe<. % not to be ried ups 
by the employees as evidence that 
such obligations or respon- 
sibilities do not exist. 

Further, in personnel 
regulations the chief of the fire 
department may.issue, in writing 
or orally, such additional 
regulations and orders, not 
contrary to the rules, as he may 
consider necessary to require 
compliance with the rules for all 
members of the department. 

If there are reports of infraction 
of the law, the chief is to cause a 
careful investigation, and if it 
appears that the public interest 
requires disciplinary action, such 
action shall be taken in ac- 
cordance with Civil Service law. 

The chief is to have absolute 
direction, control and supervison 
of every officer and employee in 
the fire department except as 
otherwise provided by the 
General Laws of Massachusetts 
and the bylaws of the town of 
Wilmington. He is to be notified of

the on-duty or off-duty illness of, 
or injury to any member of the 
department, and a statement is to 
be nade of the nature of the illness 
and the manner in which an in- 
jury was received, and its 
location, within 24 hours. 

All orders of superiors which 
pertain to service and do not 
conflict with rules shall be obeyed 
promptly and without question. 
Charges must be preferred for 
neglect or refusal to obey such 
orders. 

In October, 1981 the order says, 
the fire chief “unilaterally and 
without negotiation with the 
union’ promulgated a form which 
was to be completed by all 
firefighters who return to work 
after an absence of one day or 
more. 

There had. been no such 
requirement before, although 
firefighters were expected to call 
the station if they were to be 
absent, and the duty officer was 
to make note of such a call 

Union President Earl Burns, 
Jr. became aware of the form in 
November. when a_ fellow 
firefighter was required to fill it 
out. He complained to the deputy 
chief and on November 12, 1981 he 
filed a grievance with the Labor 
Relations Commission, 

The next day Burns sent a letter 
to the town manager which 
complained of the chief's 
“unilateral action.” The letter 
demanded cessation, and offered 
to discuss the matter. 

November 17 the fire chief 
denied the grievance and on 
November 18 Burns appealed to 
the town manager. The town 
manager replied that because 
Burns had filed a formal 
grievance, the request for a 
discussion in an informal way 
must be declined 

The town manager denied the 
grievance on December 3. He did 
not deem that the collective 
bargaining agreement had been 
violated. He considered the new 
form by the fire chief to be a 
management document which 
was permissable under ihe 
managemsnt.clouse. .of- the 
agreement. 

The union filed a complaint 
with the commission. A 
firefighter had declined to fill out 
the form, and was threatened 
with a five day suspension of 
duty, after which he reluctantly 
complied. 

The report of the hearing of- 
ficer, Robert B. McCormack 
Esq., was a lengthy one. He ruled 
that the town had refused to 
bargain in good faith by 
unilaterally changing a pre- 
existing condition of employment 
which effects @ mandatory 
subject of bargaining. This, said 
McCormack, further restrained, 
coerced and interfered with 
employees in the exercise of their 
rights under the law

Operating a crane is not a job 
widely held by women, but 
Carlson said she has wanted to do 
it since she was a child. Her 
father, Dick Carlson of Andover 
Street, operates a crane for 
Baldwin Crane Service. When she 
was a child watching him work, 
she would dream of the day when 
they could go into business 
together. 

f course, learning to drive a 
crane, like most education today, 
is very costly, and Carlson never 
thought she would be able to 
afford it. She considered joining 
the Army right after she 
graduated from high school a few 
years ago, but her father talked 
her out of it. Thirty years ago, she 
explained, he was in the Air Force 
and attended the same schools 
she wanted to go to. He didn’t like 
it, Carlson said, “and he didn’t 
think I'd like it, I guess he didn’t 
realize things change in 30 
years,”” 

Things certainly do change with 
time according to Janet Carlson's 
experience. After finally enlisting 
in November 1981, she quickly 
learned the Army was better than 
she expected. She thought she'd 
be doing push-ups all the time, 
she said. Instead, she was only 
required to exercise for 45 
minutes to an hour each day 
Carlson said most people think 
they will be exercising all the 
time in order to pass the physical 
training exam at the end of basic 
training, That's not So, according 
to Carlson. She said the exam is 
not very difficult as long as a 
person exercises 45 minutes a day 
without cheating himself 

There were other aspects of the 


Army that changed her thinking, 
po catisn, who had never 


~~ enjoyed high’ school, found that 


the Army was something she 
could enjoy and excel at. She said 
she has really been giving 100 
percent of herself in Army 
training, and she is pleased to 
know that the skills she is gaining 
through the Army can eventually 
get her a job that pays as much as 
$25 an hour. 

Among some of the other 
benefits, Carlson said, all her 
dental and medical bills are paid 
for, andl she makes the Army 
her cay , She can retire when 
she’s 39 with a full pension. Also, 
for every dollar she saves for 
college, the Army will also save 
at least that much. 

According to Carlson, there is 
equality between men and women 
in the Army “if you can do the 
job." 'The-company she trained 
with -initioly was-all femelts, but 
when she went to school to train in 
loading and lifting equipment, she 
was the only girl in her class, as 
well as the only one to graduate 
without having to redo any part of 
the course, There are three 
platoons of men for every platoon 
of females, however, she added. 

Although some things change 
with time, others remain the 
same. One of those things Carlson 


encountered was that some of the 
other girls’ parents were 
ashamed to admit their daughters 
were in the service. In fact, she 
said, the majority of their parents 
felt ‘this way. “Their parents 
won't even tell people their 
daughter's in the Army,” she 
said. “They think it’s terrible.” 
Instead, they tell people that their 
daughers have “gone away for a 
while."’ When these girls go home, 
Carlson said, they never go where 
their parents are. They never tell 
their parents if they are doing 
something in the Army they don’t 
like because they don't want their 
parents to say ‘‘I told you so.” 
Most of these girls have virtually 
shut themselves off from their 
parents, she said, adding, “They 
(the parents) probably would 
have been if happy if they (the 
girls) had gotten married or 
something.”’ 

When Carlson first encountered 
this situation, she said she was 
shocked that such attitudes still 
exist, “It. made me wonder what 
my mether thought,” she ex- 
plained. “She said she thought the 
Army was the best thing I've ever 
done.” 

Carlson, too, is very proud of 
her experience with the Army. 
She was an honor graduate at 
loading and lifting school and 
received three letters of com- 
mendation for her service as drill 
corporal, a post she and two 
others were chosen to train for. 
These letters will help her make 
rank much quicker than the other 
girls who enlisted at the same 
time she did. She said she enjoys 
the Army and will possibly make 
it a career if “it 'stays like this." 

Privacy is at a minimum in the 
Army, and Carlson said while in 
basic training she shared a bunk 
area with seven others, The bunk 
areas are only separated from 
each other by lockers. She doesn’t 
mind sharing an area with so 
many people, she said. When she 
was a drill corporal, however, she 
did have a room to herself. 

Carlson said that while she was 
in school, her day began at 3:00 
a.m., when she would go out for 
physical training. She would 
finish breakfast by 4:30 and go 
back to her bunk to clean up. Then 
she would run 342 miles to school 
under the hot Missouri sun, and 
make the same trip back home. 
‘The average temperature there 
was around 90 - 95 degrees, she 
said, adding, “It’s a killer run- 
ning.”” 

Aside from learning how to 
operate a crane or forklift, 
Carlson learned other things from 
the Army. Her training included 
learning how to throw a grenade 
and use various other types of 
explosives and how to operate an 
Mi6 rifle. She also learned how 
various blood and nerve agent 
chemicals used in warfare effect 
the body as well as how to stay 
alive after being subjected to one. 
She also had to go through a 
simulated gas chamber filled 
with tear gas for example, then 
take off her gas mask while 
reciting her name, rank and 
social security number. 

According to Carlson, the Army 
isn't for everybody, In her platoon 
there was a girl they called 
“Private Benjamin” because she 
always complained and tried to 
look cute, Carlson says being cute 
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During her recent leave from the Army, Janet Carlson 
stopped in at Baldwin Crane, where she took a tu

won't help a person in the Army. 
“Private Benjamin” is being 
court marshalled and will have a 
difficult time finding a job 
because of it. 

Janet Carlson has her own 
theories about whether or not 
there will be a draft, “They won't 
draft." she said. “They're kicking 
people out because there's too 
many. They're getting rid of 
everybody they can. There are 
12,000 people in the Army that 
they don't have jobs for - If you go 
to a recruiter's office right now, 
they'd talk you out of it 
(enlisting)."’ She said she thinks 
draft is unfair, but “if they didn’t 
have it, there wouldn't be 
anybody ‘to fight.” 

Carlson said she doesn’t fear 
war because there won't be a war 
for a long time and “‘there will be 
only one war."’ She explained that 
in her contract with the Army 
there is a clause that says she can 
not go anywhere near combat. 
The only females who ever get 
close, she added are nurses. She 
does think, however, that the 
option to fight should be up to the 
individual woman. 

According to Carlson, she has 
learned ‘‘to take things as they 
come” from the Army. She 
doesn’t think it is too strict, ad- 
ding, “All those people who stay 
in (the Army) for all these years 
can't say because if it is (too 
strict) why are they still in it? 
And all those people who have 
never been in, can't say because 
they don’t know. 


Despite the fact that she’s 
learned to hate the color green, 
Carlson said the Army has been a 
positive experience for her, She 
said she misses her family and 
friends, but has made more 
friends. “I could probably go to 
half the states in the country right 
now and know somebody,” she 
added. 

Carlson was recently home for 
two weeks, her second time home 
since she enlisted. She is now 
headed for Korea where she will 
be stationed for one year. She 
looks forward to the experience 
saying, “When else would I just 
get up and go to Korea?" She said 
there is. one section of Korea 
where she can't go without 
carrying an M16, which makes 
her a little nervous. In North 
Korea, she explained, if she tells a 
person to stop three times and 
they don't she must shoot to 
disable. “I just couldn't see 
myself telling a little kid to halt 
and if he didn't - shoot him,” she 
said. 

If she had to advise people who 
were considering enlisting, 
Carlson said she would tell them 
not to expect what she’s getting 
from it. She would tell them the 
good and bad points, adding that 
attitude is very important. “Sure 
it's work,” she said, ‘but it’s 
what you make of it. You. can 


make it good and you can make it 
bad - "’ She said she believes in the 
Army's motto ‘Be all that you can 
be,” because, she said, “‘You can 
in the Army.”

It is common for teenage boys 
to form a rock band, practice 
together a few times, talk about 
it, and never get much further 
than that. It may even be a 
tradition, but Friday night, June 
4, that tradition was broken as a 
band of seven Tewksbury boys 
performed its first concert at 
Tewksbury Junior High to raise 
money for high school scholar- 
ships. 

The band, “Caress of Steel,” 
first formed a few months ago 
when members Al Whitney, 15 
and Dean Monoxelos, 15, 
organized some friends who 
wanted to start a band. Those 
friends include Mike Russo, 15; 
Dave McInnis, 16; Roger Whit- 
tlesey, 14; Pat MacDonald, 14; 
and Ken Moulaison, 18. All the 
boys with the exception of 
Moulaison and McInnis are junior 
high school students, 

The opportunity to perform 
came when the junior high 
student council was deciding how 
to raise money for their its 
scholarship for high school 
graduates: MacDonald, also a 
member of the council, suggested 
to President Ed Garabedian that 
instead of holding a dance, they 
should have a concert. Students, 
MacDonald said, will probably sit 
around and listen to music at a 
dance anyway. He thought a 
concert would be better since 
that’s what most kids enjoy 

Garabedian agreed with 
MacDonald, so the student 
council faculty advisor, Mr. 
Stuart went to Principal Richard 
Griffin, who quickly consented to 


* the idea. 


According to Garabedian, one 
of the main reasons the concert 
was agreed to was that it would be 
performed mainly by junior high 
students for only junior high 
students. He said he had seen 
“Caress of Steel” perform at the 
high school “Gong Show” and 
knew they were very good. 

Tickets went on sale for $2 each 
while the band practiced nearly 
every day to get ready. The boys 
have their own equipment and 
amps for practice, but rented 
conert equipment for their per- 
formance since their own amps 
aren't loud enough. The student 
council gave them $200 for their 
expenses. 

They needed quite a bit of 
equipment for the concert, in- 
cluding 10 microphones, and 
some heavy amplifiers. They 
even prepared a light show to 
make their performance com- 
plete 

According to MacDonald and 
McInnis, the band spent ap- 
proximately 100 hours practicing 
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for the concert. Prior to. that, 
most of the boys have ‘been 
preparing for years to be able to 
perform, Both Whittlesey and 
Russo have musical parents who 
encouraged and taught them to 
play their various instruments. 
Whittlesey, the shortest and most 
nervous member of the group, 
said, “When I was four, my father 
stuck a pair of drumsticks in my 
hands.” he began to take drum 
lessons and is now the band’s 
drummer. Russo’s father, a 
guitarist, taught him to play the 
guitar, 

Monoxelos and Mclnnis also 
took guitar lessons, as did 
Whitney, but it was Whitney and 
McInnis who taught MacDonald 
to play. The boys have also played 
different instruments for the 
Tewksbury Junior High School or 
High School bands. 

The band, which played quite 
accurate versions of “Rush"’ and 
“Cars” songs at the concert, 
recently acquired their lead 
singer, high school senior Ken 
Moulaison, 

According to Whitney and 
Monoxelos, as well as other band 
membrs, they each spend hours 
listening to the songs they are 
going to play before they prac- 
tice. By doing this, each of the 
guitarists learns his part of the 
song. 

The boys said they aren't 
nervous at all while on stage, but 
rather enjoy performing. Unlike 
the others, Whittlesey said, “I'm 
going to have an ulcer.”” 

Russo said he always dreamed 
of performing. “I was sitting in 
front of the auditorium stage one 
day,” he said, ‘thinking, ‘We'll be 
up there someday.” 

Although they each have a 
back-up plan, the boys hope to 
stay together and “be famous” 
someday. If it doesn’t work out, 
though, McInnis said he wants to 
become an electrical engineer 
and plans to find a way to hold on 
to music at the same time. Russo, 
Whittlesey and Whitney want to 
go to Berklee School of Music, 
while Monoxelso wants to ‘go to 
California and land -a big 
recording contract with Columbia 
records."’ MacDonald said he'd 
like to stay in music, but added, 
“If I don’t make it in music, I'd 
like to be an author. I like to 
write." 

As for ‘Caress of Steel" - well, 
they hope this performance will 
help them move on to “bigger and 
better” things. If Friday night's 
performance was any indication 
of their talent, they should, have 
no trouble moving on. They 
exhibited showmanship, musical 
talent, and pretty accurate 
reproductions of original rock

formance’? given at the WHA 
mucting last Tuesday was a 
travesty of justice which turned 
our stomachs, 

We were deeply saddened by 
the action taken by the WHA to go 
774 over the expressed wishes of 
town meeting. 

We were deeply saddened by 
the rudeness and bitterness ex- 
pressed by certain elderly 
citizens who have perhaps held in 
their anger too long and found a 
convenient scapegoate in the 
form of approximately 100 people 
present who didn’t agree with 
their views.

Dear Larz: 

As is already known from 
recent news articles, I support the 
appeal by the yoni © 
Housing Authority to Chapter 774" 
of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, the so-called 
“snob zoning” law. Several things 
need to be clarified about that in 
the minds of the public. I realize 
that those “whose minds are 
made up" will not be affected by 
the facts. But I believe there is a 
vast body of people in Wilmington 
whose minds are open, who are 
good people and want to do what 
is right. Some may be or may 
support the group known as 
“Concerned Citizens.”” It’s to 
those people that I write. 

First, It has been said that 774 is 
against democracy. No more so 
than our Constitution! Our 
democracy is as strong as it is 
because it has built into it a 
system of checks and balances 
and appeals which protect the 
rights of all, especially the “little 
people," the powerless, and the 
minorities. It was recognized that 
there are and will be times when 
popular sentiment, the will of the 
majority, or the desires of 
powerful special interest groups 
may ride rough shod over the 
rights and basic human needs of 
other segments of our society. 
When this happens we have 
provided avenues of appeal - one 
such avenue being 774. 

I submit that one such basic 
human need, and right, is to 
adequate shelter. In these days of 
tight economy, high interst rates 
and resultant high mortgage 
payments and rents, along with 
an inflation rate which until this 
year has been runaway, those 
most in danger of failing to 
achieve this basic human need pf 
adequate shelter are the elderly 
with fixed incomes, and our low 
income families. Housing 
authorities have been specifically 
established to provide for the 
needs of these segments. When 
well-intentioned but misinformed 
citizens effectively block the 
reasonable provision of such 
housing our democratic 
legislature has provided a means 
of appeal. It is neither automatic 
nor guaranteed. If the in- 
vestigating body determines that 
objections raised by residents are 
justified the appeal can easily be 
turned aside. 

Now, why do I support 774 in 
this case? Because I believe, as 
has been demonstrated, that the 
need in Wilmington is urgent, that 
the best and only avenue 
available to ‘us is that provided 
through the legitimate Housing 
Authority, and not least im- 
portant, because I believe the 
public has been fed a diet of 
misinformation and rumor. 

You have been told that such 
housing is going to let in all kinds 
of outsiders to the neglect‘ of 
Wilmington elderly and needy. 
You were told not to believe the 
WHA when. it esys there 
guarantee of a-tocal residency 
preference. Not so. I know 
because I had the opportunity and 
took the time to go into Boston 
with an open mind and ears to 
meetings with state legislators 
and their aides, the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development, and HUD Pre- 
Application Seminar for Section 
202 Elderly and Handicapped 
Housing. The FACT is that only 
under HUD is the local residency 
preference’allowed. If we tried to 
build housing with state funds, as 
some have advocated, no 
preference would be allowed. 
State funds are to provide housing 
equally open to any resident of the 
state. This is why no residency 
preference is or can be in effect at 
Deming Way. It was built with 
state funds. 

You have been told that we 
don't need this money. There are 
other monies available for 
housing. At the June 1 meeting of 
the WHA one person mentioned as 
an example over $20,000,000 
available through HUD under 
section 202. That's a half truth. To 
say money is available may be 
true, but to say it is available to 
Wilmington as things currently 
stand is false. Let's look more 
closely at that Section 202 money. 
That money translates into only 
452 living units for the entire 
state. That means that from one 
end of the state to the other, out of 
possibly hundreds of applications, 
only the six to 10 very best 
proposals will be funded. And 
section 202 is the only such 
program not slated for recision 
(withdrawal) by the Ad- 
ministration. Further, HUD (or 
the State, for that matter) will not 
even consider a request for 
housing from a community which 
has not. demonstrated a good 
track record of support for low- 
income housing as well as elderly. 


our 


I know, I was there! There are. 
several other major obstacles 
that would effectively prevent the 
town from applying for these 
funds. But ask yourself, does it 
really make sense that HUD 
would approve a new application 
for funds when the town has just 
blocked funding that had already 
been approved? 

Some of you have also been told 
that we don’t need the WHA 
because there is another agency 
in town to provide housing. Let 
me tell you the FACTS. | know 
because until just last week I 
have been secretary of that 
agency. While that agency may 
be able to pull something together 
in a few years IF it can work 
cooperatively with local housing 
and town officials, it is a fact that 
that agency has no concrete or 
well-defined plans or proposals 
and no sources of funding. The 
same obstacles, rules and 
regulatiéns applicable to the 
WHA regarding state or federal 
funding apply to private and non- 
profit agencies. I know, because I 
attended the meetings and got the 
facts. 

It has also been suggested that 
we don’t need public funds. We 
can go after private funds. What 
private funds? Where? Have 
these people knocked on 
executive office doors and 
received concrete commitments? 
Before they ask us to reject 
funding we have for funds we 
don't have perhaps we should 
recall the old adage, ‘‘a bird in the 
hand is worth two in the bush.” 

You have been told that if the 
town goes 774 the WHA can put in 
any number of units it wants in 
any way and wherever they want 
them. Not so. Chapter 774, if 
approved, would only apply to the 
one proposal and it would only 
override the local zoning law 
blocking the development, 
namely the age 65 requirement 
for senior housing. The scattered 
site low income housing does not 
violate any zoning laws and 
therefore does not need 774. If 
they had the funds the WHA could 
go ahead with that proposal now, 
with or without elderly housing! 
Nor does it say that all other 
proposals would automatically be 
exempt from local zoning. Nor 
does it mean that buildings built 
under 774 would not have to 
conform to the normal health, 
safety and building codes ap 
plicable to all other housing in 
town. It does not allow sub- 
standard housing. Those are the 
facts as I have discovered them 
through many meetings in Boston 
and other contacts. 

I hold no animosity toward 
Concerned Citizens or any others. 
I don't doubt their sincerity. But 
what is that sincerity going to do 
to our needy elderly and low- 
income families? The FACT is 
that if the town, through the 
WHA, loses the present proposal 
for funding there is not relief for 
elderly. sr- low-income 
famities in sight for the 
foreseeable future. Don’t crucify 
your local boards for choosing the 
route of legitimate appeal. Thank 
them for their courage. 

Please don't let people play 
upon your fears with “‘worst 
possible’ cases. The worst 
possible case is that we could be 
hit with floods, tornadoes, ear- 
thquakes, and nuclear attack all 
on the same day - but then we 
wouldn't need housing! Actually, 
maybe the worst possible case is 
that one day we could be standing 
before our Creator and asked to 
explain why we didn’t provide for 
the needs of our elderly and our 
poor.

If we need more 
housing at a later date (such as 
our neighboring town of 
Tewksbury) will the WHA pull the 
same stunt and once again move 
to go 774” : 

Are we as taxpayers and 
homeowners going to stand for 
this? 

If the answer is yes, I can only 
say that the once nice little town 
of Wilmington deserves exactly 
what it gets.

Housing still has 
hurdles to clear 


The vote of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, last week, 
invoking the powers of Chapter 
774, does not just guarantee that 
there will be more housing for the 
elderly, or housing for low and 
moderate income families in 
Wilmington. There are still a few 
hurdles to overcome. 

The vote does keep the door 
open for funds from the federal 
government under the auspices of 
HUD (Housing and Urban 
Development) for the proposed 
housing. This seems to be the 
most important point. 

There are people who have said 
they can get the funds from other 
sources, but this at the moment 
seems to be doubtful. 

There is a need in Wilmington 
for both housing for the elderly 
and low and moderate income 
housing. The housing authority 
has been aware of this for more 


-~ thant’a’ few” years, but has“ beew 


unable to get funds such as other 
communities have been 
receiving, for reasons having 
nothing to do with local politics. 

There are, at the present time, 
about a dozen homes in 
Wilmington being used by the 
housing authority for low and 
moderate income families. All of 
the families are of local origin, 
and as far as is known there have 
been no difficulties. 

After the vote of last fall, in 
which other sources of money 
were promised, there was still 
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doubt on the part of some. Both 
the selectmen and housing 
authority worked on having the 
housing for low and moderate 
income spread around town, 
which was a good idea many will 
agree. This, however, was 
defeated in the annual town 
meeting (206 to 111), 

In order to implement the vote 
for using Chapter 774, the housing 
authority must establish itself, 
through a board of appeals 
hearing. That hearing will be one 
in which the rules appear in the 
provisions of 774, and thus will be 
different from other such 
hearings. 

The housing authority, to get 
scattered housing, which is a 
better way of doing things in low 
and moderate income units, must 
somehow find sites. That will be 
extremely difficult. 

Over the past decade or more 

“private buidérs fave been 
scouring the town for building 
sites. The assessor's maps, in the 
town hall, have undergone a 
heavy scrutiny. To find a dozen 
scattered sites for low and 
moderate housing, will not be 
easy 

And it may be that HUD will not 
approve of funds without such 
housing. 

Of course the WHA still has an 
option on the land off Glen Road, 
which perhaps could be used. 
‘That can be described as bringing 
the town back to Square One. 
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Attorney Fred Corum, World War | veteran 
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Attorney Fred T. Corum, a 
lawyer in Massachusetts for 55 
years, died June 5 at St. Joseph's 
Hospital, Lowell. Eighty-two 
years old, and a resident of 
Wilmington for 35 years, he lived 
at 160 Salem St 
He graduated from Harvard 
Law School in 1926, and his 
practice of law, for the last 25 
years was from Lowell. He was 
awarded a Juris Doctorus from 


Harvard in 1969. 

A native of Wasioto, Kentucky, 
he grew up in Springfield, 
Missouri and in some of the In- 
dian Reservations, where his 
father was a ilroad 
telegrapher. One of his stories of 
those days was of seeing the well- 
known Indian Chief Geronimo, 
lying on the railroad siding 
sunning himself, when Geronimo, 
as an old man, was a prisoner in 
an Army post. This was probably 
in 1908. 

Mr. Corum served in the US 
Army in World War I, and later 
graduated from Drury College, in 
1922, after which he taught high 
school in Lamar, Oklahoma. 

Attorney Corum served for 
many years as a board of trustees 
of the Park Street Church in 
Boston, and on the Christian 
Workers Union, board of trustees 
from 1927 to 1937. He was the 
editor of the magazine Word and 
Work for five years, and served in 


the Greater Boston Christian 
Business Men’s Committee, 
Youth for Christ, and several 
other religious organizations. 

Locally he was involved in 
community activities. He was 
chairman of the Wilmington High 
School Building Committee in the 
1950s, and served on the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 
He was a member of the Federal, 
Mass. and Middlesex Bar 
Associations, the Lowell Bar 
Association, the Lowell Harvard 
Club and the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He is survived by his wife, Lily 
E. Corum of Wilmington, five 
children, 14 grandchildren and his 
sister, Hazel Bakewell of 
Springfield, Mo.

Tuesday at 11 a.m. at Nichols

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Dr. Mobbs studies insecticides link to cancer

‘This is the first in a series of 
articles on DDT and related in- 
secticides. 

Was there ever a cancer-free 
society? Maybe not, but there was 
a time when cancer was not as 
common as it is today, according 
to Wilmington physician Dr 
Robert Mobbs. 

Cancer, the disease which took 
421,000 American lives in 1981, 
was hardly a problem before the 
rise of chemical usage, says 
Mobbs. He claims paleontologists 
have found no evidence of cancer 
or leukemia in fossils of centuries 
ago, and “they feel cancer is 
partly, at least, a disease of 
civilization." 

Mobbs theorizes that cancer 
cases increased with the in- 
dustrialization of America, and 
particularly, the wide-spread use 
of chemicals that came with this 
progress. One group of chemicals 
he feels has played a major role in 
the cancer story is insecticides. 

Since around 1949 Mobbs has 
been working to see that all 
chemicals harmful to humans 


and animals are used only when 
extremely necessary. He began 
his work by trying to have the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
ban DDT because he believed it 
caused cancer. This belief 
evolved in 1949 when he was living 
in Aberdeen, North Carolina, and 
a three-year-old child there died 
from unexplained convulsions. He 
thought the dust from a chemical 
company there had been 
responsible for the child's death. 
To protect workers, the company 
had been filtering the dust into the 
atmosphere. The dust was a 
mixture of DDT, sulpher, and 
lindane, the last of which had 
caused tissue changes similar to 
that of the child when rabbits 
were injected with it 

Of course, DDT had been 
around since 1943 when it was 
first used to control a typhous 
epidemic in Italy that had been 
spread by body lice. After its 
success there, Mobbs explained, 
it was widely acclaimed and 
began to be used as a pesticide in 
this country. 

‘The first complaints about DDT 
were made in 1946 by Dr. Whit- 


myer in St. Louis. Whitmyer, 
according to Mobbs, said he knew 
of three DDT related deaths in the 
St. Louis area. Nothing was ever 
really done about his claims, 
Mobbs said. The first real fuss 
about DDT actually began with 
Mobbs’ work in Aberdeen. 

There were other reports about 
DDT and related chemicals 
circling at the same time. Albert 
Deutsch, a writer for the New 
York Times, wrote that DDT in 
mother’s milk could be fatal. Still, 
Mobbs said, very little was done 
about the chemical 

Then, there was ‘Love Canal,” 
the area around Nigara Falls 
where large amounts of lindane 
and other chemicals had been 
buried underground, and schools 
and homes had been built on the 
soil above. Some time later, the 
chemicals began oozing out from 
the ground, causing people there 
to abandon their homes after 
children and others had become 
very ill 

Lindane also turned up in 
rubber nipples used in nursing 
babies. The rubber nipples had 
“ome from India, Mobbs said, and 


had somehow been treated with 
the chemical. 

Pineapple workers had come 
down with the lindane-caused 
disease aplastic anemia, Mobbs 
said, adding that in the last 40 
years there has not been any 
tobacco that has not been con- 
taminated with some form of 
pesticide or herbicide. 

When Mobbs first began his 
work with the effects of lindane in 
rabbits, he said he assumed that 
the harmfulness of this chemical 
had already been checked into by 
the government. He was shocked 
to discover it had not been 
checked by the government at all, 
and he knew it had to be looked 
into further when he discovered 
cancer-like changes in the cells of 
rabbits injected with it. Lindane 
is still registered for use today 
despite these findings, Mobbs 
said. 

Two doctors both ate lindane, 
Mobbs explained in personal 
experiments on the chemical's 
toxicity. According to Mobbs, one 
of them who died at the age of 42 
“admitted it wasn’t the wisest 
thing he had ever done," and the 


other died in his lab while trying 
to repeat the experiment. 

The Federal Food and Drug 
Administration eventually began 
experimenting with DDT, Mobbs 
said. They fed the chemical to 
rats for two years and concluded 
that DDT is definitely cancer- 
causing, Later, Mobbs added, the 
FDA tried to prove the rats were 
wrong, but they couldn't, 

According to Mobbs, DDT is 
still present in the bodies of 
people today. DDT and similar 
insecticides remain on plants and 
forage for many years. Animals 
who eat these plants become 
contaminated with it, as well as 
people who may eventually eat 
the meat of these animals. Also, 
DDT can remain in the ocean for 
several years and is taken in by 
fish through their gills or through 
various plant life that they eat. He 
attests that there isn’t a person 
alive who does not have some 
DDT stored in his body. 

DDT was recently found in 
penguins in the Antarctic, Mobbs 
said, a highly unlikely place for 
the chemical to ever turn up. “If 


they were to use it in China 
today,” he added, ‘in three weeks 
there'd be a little bit in the air in 
Boston.”" 

Fortunately, Mobbs said, DDT 
was finally banned in January, 
1971, though it can still be used to 
control body lice today with a 
prescription from a doctor. It is 
also registered by the E.P.A. for 
use in killing rabid bats with a 
procedure that varies from state 
to state. 

More recently, Sevin, the in- 
secticide used to kill gypsy moth 
caterpillars, has been suspected 
of causing birth defects in unborn 
fetuses, and Mobbs thinks it may 
possibly cause similar defects in 
children born to women who 
become pregnant in the near 
future. 

It was a long fight to get DDT 
banned, Mobbs said, adding that 
“it (DDT) was like motherhood, 
apple pie, ice cream - everybody 
wanted to believe it was good." 
But Mobbs and men like him are 
still fighting to see that all non- 
essential chemicals are not used 
in agriculture or industry 


Student distribution creates ‘best balance’ in Tewksbury 


“This shows the best balance 
we've been able to achieve since 
we've had Proposition 24% and the 
(four percent) tax cap,” said 
Superintendent of Tewksbury 
Public Schools John Wynn after 
unveiling the elementary 
classroom distribution for the 
1982-83 school year. 

Wynn unveiledsthe plan to the 
school committee last Wednesday 
night. “This is my composite of 
the way I see things going," he 
said as he distributed a break- 
down of enrollment figures. 

He said the average elementary 
class size will see a slight 
reduction this year due to a 
declining enrollment, Some 2,020 
elementary aged students. down 


some 147 from last year, will be 
distributed among the system's 85 
elementary teachers netting an 
average class size of 23.8. That 
figure is down from the average 
class of 25.5 students last year. 
That 25.5 average saw 2,167 
students being distributed among 
85 teachers. 

Wynn said that he was able to 
spend more time on distributing 
the students more evenly 
throughout the system this year. 
Last year, he said, the committee 
had to keep changing staffing 
projections up to the last minute. 
Wynn said that made it very 
difficult. for him to devise an 
evenly based student distribution 
system. 


He said that last year’s budget 
setting process, which saw the 
committee adding teachers back 
into the system up until late 
August, was somewhat confusing. 
He said he never had a real 
handle on how many teachers or 
classrooms would be available for 
the school year. 

“This is so much better than 
where we were a year ago at this 
date,” he said. 

As a result of having more time 
and a better gripe on staffing 
projections, Wynn recommended 
that the committee make a few 
changes in the districting of 
school children and the use of 
classroom space. 

The committee bought his 


recommendations with a 
unanimous tally. Only Chairman 
Carol Wareing, who had left the 
meeting at 11:00 p.m., was not 
present for the vote on the plan 
which Wynn had asked the 
committee to stay beyond its self- 
imposed 11:00 p.m. curfew to 
address, 

In order to alleviate classrooms 
of 30 or more students, Wynn 
recommended the committee 
send some 35 students from the 
Algonquin and Pinewood road 
areas to the North Street School 
rather than the Heath Brook. 

Wynn said the Heath Brook had 
the highest student to teacher 
ratio last year. That ratio was 
about 27.1:1. Because the North

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Street had a 23.4:1 student to 
teacher ratio last year, the 
lowest, Wynn apparently decided 
to make an attempt to even the 
two off. : 

The result is a projécted 23:1 
ratio at the Heath Brook for next 
year with a 23.4:1 at the North 
Street. 

That projection, taken into 
consideration with all other 
schools, results in a more evenly 
distributed student population. 
The difference between the 
highest and lowest ratio last year 
was 3.7, This year the difference 
between the highest, a 24.5:1 ratio 
at the Dewing, and the lowest, a 
23:1 at the Heath Brook, has been 
brought down to 1.5. 

Because of declining 
enrollment in the Individually 
Guided Education (IGE) 
program, housed at the Center 
School, Wynn also moved a 
special education class from the 
Shawsheen School to the Center. 

Last year the IGE program had 
an enrollment of 201 fifth and 
sixth graders split bewteen eight 
rooms, which averages out to 25.1 
per class. The projections for this 
year are 172 students split bet- 
ween seven rooms, which 
averages out to 24.6 per class. 


‘That projection left one teacher 
without a room at the Center. So, 
Wynn proposed moving a special 
education room, along with its 
teachers, at the Shawsheen to the 
Center and moving the freed up 
teacher from the Center to the 
Shawhseen, He also proposed 
placing a sixth grade in the newly 
found space at the Shawsheen 

Wynn proposed taking one of 
the sixth grade classes away from 
the Heath Brook, which had an 
average of 26 students in six 
classes last year, to fill the newly 
created slot at the Shawsheen. 
But apparently, in order to do 
that, Wynn will have to redistrict 
some portion of the current Heath 
Brook district to come up with 25 
students. He proposed the Beech 
Street area as an idea, but was 
not solid. 

However, the committee vote 
will allow Wynn to perform that 
redistricting of the Beech Street 
area if he deems it neccessary. 

As for class averages at the 
secondary level, Wynn told 
Town Crier that there may be 
only little change at the Junior 
High School level, but the high 
school could see a drop, due to 
declining enrollments.

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Auto theft reduction — 
cause for the ‘80's 


Automobile safety was an im: 
portant “cause” in the '70s, with 
Ralph Nader leading the fight that 
produced new rules and regulations 
to protect consumers. The '8s bring 
another auto-related concern that is 
mushrooming among both consumer 
and law enforcement groups. That 
concern is professional auto theft 

Auto theft is growing at an alar- 
ming rate year after year. Today, it 
is estimated that one out of every 43 
registered vehicles in the United 
States will become the victim of a 
thief. Over 1,000,000 vehicles are 
stolen each year, one every 29 
seconds. 

Many stolen cars are taken to chop 
shops, places where stolen cars are 
cut or chopped apart to obtain parts 


for illegal sale. This profitable, 
illegal business continues to 
proliferate, 


‘The United States Senate con- 
ducted hearings in 1979 and 1980 to 
try and find solutions to this growing 
dilemma. Their studies pointed to 
only ne real and effective deterrent 
that would curb the threat of 
professional auto thieves: Vehicle 
Identification Number (VIN) 
markings on major body parts of 
automobiles o~ 

‘The VIN isa type of serial number 
that is given to each car when it is 
manufactured. It is registered with 
law enforcement officials and no two 
are alike. It individually. identifies 
the automobile in much the same 
way that ‘fingerprints can identify 
people. 

By marking the car with VINs, the 
vehicle and its parts become wor- 
thless for the thief to steal. Thieves 
make their money by selling the car 
or its parts but a thief can not sell or 
hide a car that has been marked

with VINs. The VIN provides a tool 
to law enforcement officials that 
allows them to easily recognize or 
trace a stolen car. 

Originally, auto manufacturers 
were thought to be the logical group 
to engrave or stamp VINs on auto 
body parts. But, the additional 
overhead this would cause was not 
appealing to manufacturers who 
must contend with a financially 
troubled auto industry. 

Having the manufacturers mark 
car body parts is a process that 
might take three years or more to 
put in motion. In fact, the marking 
process may never go beyond the 
engine, transmission, dash and 
doorjamb, where it is currently 
employed. The lucrative, illegal 
trade in other major parts, such as 
the front-end, rear-end and windows 
will continue if these parts remain 
unmarked. 

‘To fill the gap in the need for VIN 
markings, a Buffalo, New York 
based company, Tidy Car Inc., will 
be introducing just such a process 
this month. Tidy Car is a large 
automotive appearance franchise 
with over 2,000 dealers worldwide. 
Their process, which will be called 
STOP THIEF, will become available 
to the automotive public through 
participating Tidy Car dealers 
located throughout North America 

‘The STOP THIEF process will 
mark the VIN on several different 
car parts with a tamper-proof et. 
ching process. This etching is per- 
manent and visable, but does not 
detract from the appearance of the 
car, Tidy Car registers the owner's 
VIN number in their computer bank 
for availability to the police. STOP 
‘THIEF also offers the customers an 
insured program at no additional 


cost 

Consumers may receive an ad- 
ditional benefit with the STOP 
THIEF service in the form of auto 
insurance discounts. Many in- 
surance companies. offer policy 
discounts for customers that have an 
anti-theft device such as STOP 
THIEF on their car. 

Law enforcement officials will 
attest to the fact that the alarm and 
lock systems that are currently 
available may slow a thief down but 
will not stop the professional 

Gary Goranson, Tidy Car 
president elaborates, “The majority 
of thieves today are professionals 
and they know all the ins and outs of 
their business. If a thief wants a car, 
he can take it, but there is no reason 
to steal a marked car, when there 
are so many unmarked cars to steal 
Marked parts can’t be sold — for a 
thief, they're worthless.”” 

Professional car thieves them- 
selves agree that VIN marking is a 
powerful deterrent. One thief 
testifying before the Senate Sub- 
committee Investigation in 1979 
stated: “‘In my case, if these VINs 
had existed on the major body parts 
when I first got involved in chop 
shops, I never would have chopped 
that first car. The risks would have 
been too great.””

Owls are no pussycats

The spotted owl is the rare 
western counterpart of the barred 
‘owl, whose hooted question — "Who 
cooks for you?"’ — is a familiar voice 
at dusk and dawn in deep woods east 
of the prairies. On soundless wings 
that spread nearly four feet, the 
spotted owl flies like a giant moth 
between the towering trees, 


terrorizing nocturnal mice, 
woodrats, flying squirrels, bats and 
even smaller owls. 

‘The spotted owl is one of our 
continent's rarer birds. A National 
Audubon Society symposium on 
western owls counted fewer than 800 
known nesting pairs. Thus the 
spotted owl is a difficult, much

claims the owl on his list is John B. 
Crowell, Jr., the Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture in charge of our 
national forests. Until last January, 
John Crowell was general counsel to 
one of the biggest timber companies, 
Louisiana—Pacifie of Portland, 
Oregon. 

John Crowell also has declared 
himself to be the spotted owl's worst 
enemy, He says there are more 
‘spotted owls than we can afford. 

This elusive night-hunting bird 
lives in old-growth coastal forest, 
and each pair of spotted owls may 
need a few hundred acres of habitat 
untrammeled wilderness, a wet 
green world where trees grow to an 
ancient age and then, one by one, fall 
to the forest floor to decay and 
become nurse logs for a new 

ration of Douglas firs, hemlocks 
ar cedars. But John Crowell 
doesn't like old-growth forests. He 
wants to clear-cut them for the 
valuable timber in those cloud: 
touching trees. And the spotted owls, 
if their habitat must be preserved, 
will get in his way 

“| believe in intensive multiple 
use," Crowell announced recently. 
He said there were too many old- 
growth stands in the western 
national forests, “timber that is 
nearing the end of its life cycle and is 
growing very slowly. By harvesting 
this old growth we can replant with 
new trees that will grow rapidly. 
thereby increasing production of the 
land.” 

‘As for species such as the spotted 
owl that depends for survival on old- 
growth forest, Crowell said its 
numbers should be reduced to “a 
minimum viable population" so the 
Forest Service and its industry 
partners can get on with their job. 

A single pair of spotted owls, he 
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learned early that people older than 
Iam have friendship potential. But 
many young people are not open to

And yet, a friendship with

Recently, a young woman wrote to 
a widely syndicated columnist

The difference in age, she felt, 
precluded any possibility of friend- 
ship. 

I remember when my oldest child 
was very young and the two of us 
were alone a great deal. Our neigh 
bors, Jim and Ruth, 20 years older 
than I, became our friends — and 
have remained good friends. 

A man who recruits college 
graduates for positions in a 
prestigious national firm told me not 
long ago that highly qualified young 
people sometimes turn down an 
outstanding opportunity because 
“There's no one in that department 
my age.” 

They settle instead for a position 
with less pay, less potential — and 
more peers 

I remember my first teaching job 
in a new town. Everyone on the 
faculty was considerably older than 
1. John, a teacher many years my 
senior, became my friend, He of- 
fered practical advice, a delightful 
sense of humor, and a gentle 
philosophy. 

John reitred two years ago but still 
drops by our house to bring home- 
grown tomatoes, a book for the 
children, or to share stories of his 
boyhood adventures in Missouri — 
which delight my sons. Now, he is 


their friend, too. 

My children learn from these 
friendships. They don't have, as I 
did, aunts and uncles and cousins 
close by. But they know that I value 
the friendships of people of different 
ages and backgrounds, people whose 
personalities, professions, and 
politics may be different from my 
own, 

Children are more apt to do what 
we do than what we tell them. If we 
have as friends only those whose 
lives duplicate our own, our children 
likely to do the same 

If we, as married couples, 
socialize only with other married 
people, we set the example of 
limited friendship 

If we enjoy only the company of 
people our own age, we are teaching 
the first lessons in ageism. And we 
are, in effect, reducing our 
children’s chances of friendship 
throughout their lives. 

There are many advantages to 
having older friends, We can benefit 
from their experience, gain a sense 
of persepctive from their insight. As 
role models, they can be invaluable. 
And competition and envy, two 
factors that sometimes erode 
friendship, are largely eliminated.

Star Trek returns to TV -

The makers of “Star Trek: The 
Wrath of Khan" have thrown away 
much of the stilted and pretentious 
approach used in filming “Star 
Trek: The Movie" and returned 
closer to the action formula 
made the old television 
popular. But how many people want 
lo pay movie money to see a 
revamped made-for-TV movie? 


Even though the film benefits 
from some jazzy special effects the 
TV show could never afford ({rom 
George Lucas’ Industrial Light & 
Magic, Inc.), the plot, charac 
terization and acting are strictly 
small screen 


The film could also stand to be 
shortened with good editing to kill 
off some of the slow moments even 
zippy special effects can't com 
pensate for. 

It is likely “The Wrath of Khan 
will do fairly well at the box office 


just from the sale of tickets to Star 
Trek addicts and kids who can be 
satisfied with a few phaser battles 
in space, but it won't be this sum 
mer’ssmash hit 

Most adults will find the film 
boring and relatively 
unimaginative (how many, for 
example, will believe Khan, sup 
posedly a mutated genius, can be so 
dumb’) 

The plot is even borrowed from 
one of the old TV scripts — probably 
the first combination TV-Movie 
sequel in the history of the film 
industry — and centers on Khan, a 
genetically engineered “super 
man" afflicted with visions of 
having the galaxy converted into 
his own private dictatorship whom 
Kirk defeated back in the 1960s 
(Stardate: whatever) and 
marooned on an uninhabited planet 

In this latest reincarnation of the 
old script, Khan is back: first to 
take his revenge on Kirk (things 
didn't go too well on the planet he 
was marooned on): and second. to 


conquer the human occupied 
universe with the Genesis Machine 

a neat device which can make 
something out of nothing. or. if you 
are a villain, destroy an existing 
planet to make a new one. 

All of the TV series character 
actors are back in their familiar 
roles. with William Shatner playing 
Captain (now Admiral) Kirk 
Leonard Nimoy playing Mr. Spock 
ete 

But all of them are merely going 
through the paces, There is little 
character development, even 
though Shatner uses up quite a bit of 
time agonizing over the fact he has 
grown a little older and needs 
bifocals to read the control panel of 
the Starship Enterprise. 

In fact, the only one of the 
familiar Star Trek characters who 
shows any sense about this em 
barrassing paen to 1960s television 
nostalgia is Nimoy in his role as 
Spock — and even he waits until the 
end of the movie before coming to 
his senses

Crowell's economic analysis, 
however, appears to be seriously 
flawed.

But the worst flaw, wrote author 
Andy Kerr of the Oregon Wilderness 


Coalition, is Crowell's “implicit 
assumption that the only benefit 
from protecting 300 acres of old 
growth is the habitat it provides for 
a single pair of spotted owls." In 
truth, said Kerr, the great owl is 
only a symbol — a symbol that 
stands for all the many values of an 
ancient, uncut forest: other animal: 
who need the same ecological 
niche, recreation, protection of 
waterr quality, soil fertilization, -a 
genetic bank 

The spotted owl also is a symbol to 
the John Crowells and Jim Watt on 
the Reagan team. A hated symbol of 
all those “environmental ex 
tremists" who would stand in the 
way of the final rape of America.

But designer Leonard Eisen had 
simply decided, with company 
president Bernard C, Wampler, that 
it was time to revamp and recycle 
many of those golden oldies that our 
grandparents and great grand 
parents had chosen with delight 
from their Larkin, Sears, and 
Montgomery Ward stores. 

The ongoing success of the 
Keepsakes group is being demon. 
strated by the fact that this month 
Pulaski’s producer will ship the 


millionth piece of this furniture 
which saw its heydey at the turn of 
the century. This, Pulaski reckons, 


will set an industry record for those 
companies that produce wooden 
case goods for all rooms of the 
house. No such manufacturer has 
ever yet sold | million units of a 
single collection. 

Over $300 million worth of 
Keepsakes furniture has been sold at 
retail, or enough to fill 10,000 40-foot 
railroad freight cars that would 
stretch from New York to 
Philadelphia, or from Chicago to 
Milwaukee 

Mr. Wampler concedes that even 
his optimistic appraisal of the group 
when it was introduced in the spring 
of 1976 hardly envisioned consumer 
acceptance that would establish and 
industry milestone.

However, 
ethical fund-raising consultants and 
firms do not work on a percentage 
but on a flat fee established by 
contract in advance and dependent 
on the number of days, weeks, or 
months required to make the project 
successful 

Some non-approved ‘fund 
raisers”, who sometimes take up to 
75 or 85 percent of the donated funds, 
are condemmed by The National 
Society of Fund Raising Executives. 
Fund raising is a very, very im 
portant part of the way things are 
done in America because this is the 
way we support our non-profit 
stitutions such as churches, YMCAs, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, Red Cross and 
Salvation Army, hospitals, colleges, 
universities and the many cultural 
organizations. Fund raising is in 
reality “organized philanthropy.’ 

Peterson, in his talk entitled 
“Fund Raising Development and 
Growth,” reminded his audience 
that the philanthropic spirit has 
been around for a long time. More 
than 2,000 years BC the Ham- 
murabic Code admonished 
Babylonians to make certain that 
justice was tone to widows, the 
orphans, and the poor.

Jesus advised a rich man to 
sell his possessions and give 
everything he had to the poor — so 
fund raisers did not invent philan- 
thropy 

Charitable giving began in 
America in its very earliest days. 
Our colonists shared what they had 
with one another, but one of the most 
effective fund raisers was Benjamin 
Franklin who carefully planned his_ 
fund-raising activities. Franklin 
developed lists of prospects for each 
cause in which he was interested and 
then called personally on each 

In this way Franklin raised funds 
to establish a hospital, a college, the 
first free library in America — a 
volunteer fire department, a church, 
and a host of other non-profit in- 
stitutions. It might be said that Ben 
Franklin was our first semi 
professional fund raiser. 

The first college in the United 
States to conduct a full-fledged 
capital campaign was the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, Mr. Peterson's 
alma mater. Many years later 
Harvard started conducting such 
campaigns. In 1980, Americans, 
including corporations and foun- 
dations, gave 47 billion dollars to 
charitable organizations. 


Incomplete figures for 1981 in. 
dicate that 53 billion dollars or an 
approximately 11 percent increase. 
Of the amount given in 1980, 83.7 
percent or 39.9 billion dollars came 
from living individuals. Another 6 
percent came through bequests and 
business corporations and foun: 
dations gave slightly over 5 percent 
These figures are a mighty 
testimonial to the spirit of 
generosity and philanthropy which 
exists in America. 

The history and tradition of self. 
reliance, of alternatives to govern- 
ment, of community and group in- 
dependence, is in a large measure 
what makes America great! The 
French historian DeToqueville after 
his first visit to the United States 
reported that the United States was 


a strange and wonderful country for 
when groups or institutions had a 
problem or a need, they did not 
depend on government for a solution 
but organized a community of 
people to work out a solution.

Getting the most out of auctions 


By David E. Hewett 


Are auctions on your agenda for 
spring and summer? If they are, and 
you are a novice auction buff, you 
should plan your strategy before 
getting involved in what could be a 
very costly experience 

Auctions have long been a well 
accepted method of disposing of 
estates or selling merchandise. 
Accounts of ancient Roman auctions 
bear a striking similarity to today’s 
auction reports. One factor has held 
constant over the centuries: The 
bidder, or customer, determines the 
price. 

That's either the flaw or the

tioneer laughingly explains: “I just 
ask them what they want to pay. At 
almost any auction there's always 
one item that attracts two fools. One 
fool's not enough, there’s got to be 
two.

Learning them won't guarantee 
peace and tranquility or a solvent 
checking account, because even 
experts occasionally get carried 
away by auction fever. But they do 
give you something to aspire to. 

Phe primary ute Tor "he auc 
tiongoer is one that, when disobeyed, 
has caused greater grief than any 
other: Never bid on an item you 
haven't inspected. All auctions offer 
an inspection period, usually for a 
few hours prior to the actual auction, 
Don't miss it.

A written description or printed 
catalog listing may be more ac- 
curate. These vary from auction 
house to auction house, but there are 
no universal iron-clad guarantees. 
Some houses will take back items 
incorrectly described; others won't 
Catalogers and auction house em.

buyer is the ultimate judge of the 
piece being auctioned. The im. 
portance of that inspection period, 
even for experts, looms large as the 
potential value of a piece rises.

After six hours of intruction, I can 
honestly say that I can do a fairly 
good waltz and.a passable foxtrot 
But the swing steps completely 
baffled me.
